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CLEVELAND MUSEUM TO EXHIBIT 
NEWLY -ACQUIRED WORKS OF ART 

The new Education Wing which opened February 3 must be regarded as the 
most important acquisition of the Cleveland Museum of Art for the year 1970. 
Designed by Marcel Breuer and Hamilton Smith, it is not only a beautiful, 
powerful and exciting building, but an excellent example of the best contem- 
porary architecture to be seen in the United States. 

The standard of excellence in architecture is reflected by the works of 
art acquired during 1970. Chief among the 179 objects is Sandro Botticelli* s 
tondo of the "Madonna and Child with the Young St. John'*. This major Floren- 
tine painting will occupy an honored place between those by his teacher Fra 
Filippo Lippi and his pupil, Filippino Lippi. Though seriously damaged in 
some areas of drapery and landscape, the faces and other important areas of 
the composition are in near perfect condition. Of almost equal importance is 
a major work by Jacob Jordaens, "Christ Taken in the Garden of Gethsemane" , 
a night scene much admired in the lifetime of the artist. Other paintings 
acquired over the last year include works by Largillierre, Martin Johnson 
Heade, Sanford Gifford and Eugene Delacroix. 

In the Print and Drawing Department, major acquisitions include a silver- 
point by Hans Holbein the Elder, "Head of a Woman", a drawing by Rubens, 

"The Reconciliation of the Romans and the Sabines", and a brilliant impression 
of "The Bath House" by Albrecht Durer, given by the Print Club on the occasion 
of its 50th anniversary. 

Three sculptures are outstanding in the Contemporary Department. A colored 
relief by Jean Arp was constructed in 1917 at the time of his association 
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with the Dadaists and is one of a very few of its kind. Henry Moore's impor- 
tant bronze, "Three Way Piece: Archer" (1964) is the first major sculpture 
by this artist to enter the collection - the gift of Mr. and Mrs. Albrecht 
Saalfield. The younger generation is represented by Anthony Caro's 1969-70 
steel sculpture, "Wending Back". 

An important group of works from the Orient enriches the Museum's collec- 
tion with objects including a portrait of the Zen priest Hoto Kokushi, an 
excellent example of a genre very rarely seen outside Japan. Another sculp- 
ture, the "Eleven-headed Kuan -yin" is a wooden image from the T'ang Dynasty 
and is only the second of these uncommon pieces to be seen in a Western 
museum. 

Attention should be drawn to the small basalt recumbent bull from Meso- 
potamia, ca„ 2700 B.C. which now becomes the oldest object in the Museum's 
collection; and the remarkable "Enthroned Madonna with the Writing Christ 
Child", a limestone polychrome sculpture dated ca . 1400 and from the Franco- 
Netherlandish School. 

A selection of half a dozen objects to represent the Museum's collecting 
activities for 1970 from a list of almost two hundred is clearly a very diffi- 
cult task. The group cited here, however, reflects the range and the quality 
of the Museum's 1970 acquisitions. 
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
